OUT OF HUMOR WITH ACTIONS 
OF AMERICAN ADMINISTRATION 

London, Feb. 28 —"The pa pi- 
leatjoa of Mexico is an object 
we honestly desire to see acrom r 
ptishad, but it is impossible to 
effect if by British intervention. 
We do not intend to make any 
attempt of that tdiaracter, which 
would be both futile and im- 
politic." 

This is the attitude of the 
British foreign office as outlined, 
today in the bouse of commons by 
Francis Dj ke-Acland, parliam- 
entary undersecretary for for 
eign affairs, "after fall consid- 
eration of the series of victimi- 
zations of British subjects iu- 
Mexico, culminating in the re- 
moval of William S Benton by 
Villa at Juar*it." 

Pr»M Comment 

The newspapers, while await- 
1111: the result of the inquiry in- 
stituted by the United States 
Government, a r e practically 
united in condemning the actions 
of Villa, which some of them re- 
gard as nothing less than mur- 
der. 

The Standard editorially ex- 
presses discontent at what it 
considers t.be British Foreign 
Secretar\ a mild attitude toward 
tbe United States, and says: 

' Sir Edward Grey seems in- 
clined to treat the murder of 
Beutou with cool philosophy, al- 
together out of harmony with 
the feeliugs of the nation. We 
desire to remain ou the friend- 
liest terms with the United' 
States, but cannot waive tbe duty 
of protecting our national* abroad 
or we shall ceaie to be a great 
power. And we cannot permit 
the crime to go iinpuuibhed 
merely becan.se Preetdeut Wil- 
son and Secrct. iy Bryan may in- 
conceivably adopt Villa's defense 
of the murder as a justiliable ex- 
ecution." 

Called Murde. 

The Pall Mall (Jasatt, an op- 
position organ, under the head- 
ing, "It 'a Murder Most Foul." 
says the flaying of Benton, is an 
event which touches the honor 
of the Kritisb name to the qjnJcltV 
The uewsp.tpei Mya ; 

"Even if the body which wm.- 
-t vied a court mar-nail really 
assembled, and even if its sen- 
tence waa based on true evidence 
aud fair consideration thereof, 
V ilia and hia revolut ionary bandc 
had 110 status as belligerent* 
which entitled fheui to try tbe 
subject of other Powers by court- 
martial. If this pretense at a 
court-martial should be the only 
reault of the iuquiry being made 
by the United Slates Govern- 
ment, the obligation of the Uni- 
ted Stales to act as the manda- 
tory of oivibaatiou will remain.
